Kcnosha, the first city ot the state to adopt the 


city manager form of government, has selected 


1 a manager. "Whlle^the change was made possible 
immediately after the spring election, Kenosha 
has^gono with careful steps in an endeavor to- get 
.the right man for the position. These experiences 
are available for Janesville later when .this-city 
will be making a managerial'selection. The new 
manager is C. JL Osborne, who for a number of 
years, has occupied the same position In East 
Cleveland, a city of 30,000 population. He was 
not an applicant for the place. Some idea ot his 
standing, may be obtained from the fact that he 
is the president of the National Association of City 
Managers and considered one of the leaders In 
the solution ot municipal problems. Ey .profes-' 
slon He is a civil.'engineer and was at one time

SUB-TREASURIES .ABOLISHED 


Uj- FREDERIC J. IIASKW 


Washington. D. C,—The Federal Reserve Banks 


have completed tlie taking over of the functions 
of the sub-treasuries of the United States and the 
independent treasury is a thing of tne past, The 
Federal Reserve Act authorizes the federal re- 
serve banks to act as fiscal agents of the United 
States and they have been able to handle this 
business so thoroughly that the abolition ot the 
sub-treasuries has been made possible. 


The sub-treasuries were created In 1S4C follow- 


ing the long series of difCicult,ltb which Andrew 
Jackson ar.d other' officials of the' early gov- 
ernment, had with the Bank ot the United States. 
They were branches of the treasury"at Washing- 
ton and were designated to handle government 
business in various parts of thi country. 
The 


sub-treasuries were located at strategic points 
geographically. 
• 


With the growth of the banking business'in the- 


United''States it was found that the system set up 
in 184G did not answer the demands of modern 
commerce. The federal reserve banks which are 
quasi-governmental organications, did meet this 
demand, so tho change was made. 


These twelve great banks are direct agents ot 


the government and, 
with their . twenty-three 


branches, render a service which is declared to 
be superior to that possible through the old sub- 
treasuries. 


Under a general power furnished by ,th,e' sec- 


retary'of the treasury, the federal'reserve'banks 
may accept government revenues and hold them 
on deposit, pay checks, and 
warrants 
of 
tho 


treasury, redeem bond and note coupons and con- 
duct a general banking agency business for the

rant, no matter where drawn, may be presented 
to any federal reserve bank or any one of' the 
branches for payment'and payment wiVlj.be made 
as readily as if the check.were presented at the 
treasury of the United States.

The federal reserve ban,ks got deeply into this 


government banking business' during the war. 
As fiscal agents, they handled a large part ol all 
the selling of the liberty bonds and victory'notes. 
This service was not confined to the actual bank- 
Ing alone. The federal- reserve bar.ks were the 
headquarters for the publ'lclty campaigns .which 
assisted in placing the securities. 
\

The magnitude of this business is shown by the 


figures. During the war the federal reserve banks 
handled' the subscriptions and payments, distri- 
buted the bands and kept the accounts of an ag- 
gregate of $21,000,000,000 represented by more 
than 63,000,000 subscriptions. During and since 
the war, the federal reserve banks also handled 
for the treasury the short term securities known 
as treasury certificates of Indebtedness. The sale 
and distribution of $30.000.000.000 ot these were 
handled.and the subsequent redemption ot J22,- 
000.000,000. 


There is a vast amount of detail in performing 


this sort of work and treasury officials and bank- 
ers agree that if the task had. fallen on the old 
sub-treasuries they would have been swamped. 


The federal reserve bank ot New/York is the 


greatest of .the twelve banks. In fact in many 
respects it Is as great as all the other eleven put 
together in that it does about halt ot the fed- 
eral reserve banking of the entire country. An 
Indication of the bulk of the federal reserve 
bank operations Is furnished by some of the.fig-- 
ures for the New York bank. For the year 1921, 
that bank handled government 
checks 
to the 


amount of 51,038,000,000. The twelve federal re- 
serve banks, their twenty-three branches and the 
treasury and federal reserve board at Washing- 
ton are all connected by a private telegraph sys- 
tem which keeps them in'constant touclr. Through 
this-system, the New York bank in 1021 trans- 
ferred by telegraph $1,220,000,000 in govern- 
ment funds. 
Government bonds and notes were 


converted and exchanged to the extent of-$5,639,- 
000;000 and treasury certificates ot Indebtedness 
and short term notes were sold by this bank to the 
extent of $1,4S1,000,00(/. 


All this, .in addition to many other routine ser- 


vices, was performed for the igovcrnment at a 
cost of $372,748, a. negligible item in comparison 
with what it would have, cost the treasury to 
handle this vast volume of business direct. •

AH of the banking functions o£ the old sub- 


treasuries now have been taken over' by fhe 
reserve banks and the former have, been wholly 
abolished. 
But one'function was omitted "and 


that not of an active banking nature. This con- 
sisted of the storage ot the metallic reserves of 
the treasury.—-the gold'and silver security for the 
circulating notes o£ the United States. This colu, 
and bullion was transferred directly.to the treas- 
ury at Washington and it reposes in the vaults 
there. 


To transact this enormous banking business'the 


federal reserve banks require capacious quarters 
arid 'large working forces. 
The work is not so 


heavy as during the war, but it is heavier than. 
It was in the days when the old sub-treasury sys- 
tem was in use. When the war .was at its height 
the federal reserve bank of New York alone ;had- 
a- etaft of more than .three, thousand employees 
.and occupied rented' quarters. A great new struc- 
ture now Is under construction for the New York 
bank. .It is to cost In the neighborhood of $15,- 
.000,000 and. probably will'be the'biggest bank 
building- in the world. 
Other 'federal reserve 


banks, including, some of 'the • 'branches, 
have 


buildings under construction. They are all be- 
ing equipped with the most modern .machinery,' 
and appliances for the handling ot the 'great vol-tj 
ume of the government's banking business, in 
addition to the even greater volume of private, 
bus'iness.

SLEEP WALKING. 


. Sleep walking is the actual enact- 


ment of the subject's, part in 
his 


d/eam. The somnambulist is asleep 
m some respects and awake'in oth- 
ers. For instance, his pain' sense is 
absent yet his sense 6£ touch Is very 
keen. 
Some ot the special > tenses 


such .as sight and hearing may be 
active, BO .far as things concerned in 
the subject's dream .'ire concerned, 
yet he' neither sees nor .hears any- 
thing which is EOt part of his d!-eam. 
The voluntary muscle apparatus Is 
wide awake and responsive to the 
mind. In short the subject's state 
is strikingly similar to the state of 
hypnotism. We might say the sleep 
walker is hypnotized by .his own sub- 
consciousness. But that is (retting In 
pretty deep—I'm not at all sure it 
means anything, but I mention It 
because It has a -sort ot 
scientific 


ring, don't you think. 
This 
is. a 


psychological subject, like old Doctor 
Doyle's Perfectly Palpable Ecto- 
plasm. 


A sleep walker's eyes, are usually 


open, but the pupils do not dilate in 
the dark and contract In the light, as 
do the pupils ot a waking person's 
eyes. The face has a. blank expres- 
sion or rather is expressionless. OTalkr- 
ing In s'.eep is a minor degree of 
somnambulism. The sleep talker or 
sleep walker has no recollection of 
his somnambulistic acts' In his wak- 
ing hours.

It Is 
asked- for because It has been- shown that, the 
volume of business done by the bar.ks is so large 
as to make new space imperative. 


The federal reserve banks do not deprive other 


banks ot depositsi of government money while 
acting as fiscal agents. 'When taxes are paid or 
government securities purchasd, the funds arc left 
on deposit in the private bank until such' time 
as the treasury requires.them for uso in meeting 
the national payroll or for other sinHlar expenses. 
Then, tho funds are drawn out by the federal 're- 
serve banks and held-at the instant, disposition ot 
the treasurer of the United States. 
This involves 


a large amount of bookkeeping which is done by 
the federal reserve banks. . . . 


In summary, these' Institutions .perform 
the 


functions of a private secretary, financial mana- 
ger, messenger nnd several other ag-encies for the 
United States, simplifying the whole financial ma- 
chinery of the'Government.
